With a view to economy an amend- 
ment is proposed which provides that so 
far as possible the milk board shall 
make use of the inspection of local milk 
inspectors in lieu of that by its own 
agents. 

Another amendment. provides that 
hearings given when the revocation of a 
permit is being considered shall be held 
in the shire town or city of the county 
in which the person affected resides. 

In section 20 of the original bill a 
provision has been added that nothing 
in the act shall interfere with cities ‘and 
towns providing additional regulations 
for the improving of the milk supply. 

The House ordered to a third reading 
Jate Thursday the bill providing for the 
establishment of a bureau of animal in- 
dustry to take the place of the present 
cattle bureau of the department of agri- 
culture. A motion to amend the meas- 
ure so as to exempt Boston from its 
provisions failed. 

By a vote of 123 to 79 the bill to raise 
the salaries of probate judges from $6000 
per annum to $7000 was ordered to a 
third reading. 

In the Senate late Thursday the Dill

Prunus 
nigra, the Canadian plum with rough 
dark bark and flowers slightly tinged 
with pink is opening now and will soon 
be followed by the Chinese Prunus tri- 
fiora. One the Siberian apricots, 
Prunus dasyeappa, a large shrub with 
wide-spreading branches will probably 
flower at the same time. 

Planted freely in the borders and along 
the margins of the woods are the purple 
leaved shadbushes which are just now 
opening their flower-buds. The clusters 
of bright. yellow’ flowers covering the 
leafless branches of the Norway maples 
may also be seen now. 

Along the borders of the 
drives the fragrant sumach and the vel- 
root, two American plants, are now 
displaying their bright vellow and smal] 
purple flowers respectively, although the 
latter turn to a clear bright yellow in 
the autumn. In the rhododendron col- 
lection at the hase of Hemlock hill the 
“Little Gem” covered with clus- 
ters of pale lilac flowers.

“In your honor’s letter of April 15, 
1912, the plan of removing superfluous 
employees in the ferry division as a 
means of reducing the-annual deficit, 
not mentioned. A study of the financial 
operations of the ferries during the last 
10 years, however, will show clearly that 
the proper reduction cannot be made din 
the annual deficit until the ferry pay- 
rolls_are thoroughly reformed. As al- 
ready shown, the engineer of the bridge 
and ferry diyision 
increase in revenue resulting 
from the operation of the new schedule 
at a minimum of about $11,000 and a 
maximum of about $17,000 a year. More 
than the larger of these amounts could 
be saved by the elimination of unneces- 
sary employees in the ferry division. 
' “Observation at the South ferry in 
August, 1910, where-two boats were run- 
ning, indicated that the averaga time be- 
tween trips was’ about 14 minutes, al- 
though periods of 20 minutes were fre- 
quent, the official schedule time being 
7144 minutes. The commission’s engineer 
believes that there is no reason why the 
schedule time of 74% minutes could not 
have been made, in which case there 
would have been no delay to traffie-™ 

“The commission’s engineer believes 
that there is no necessity whatever for 
the use of a third boat at the South 
ferry, as two boats can handle the traffic 
if they are run on schedule time. 

“Observations at the North ferry at 
about the same time showed that the 
schedule was more closely adhered to, 
the schedule time between trips being 
six minutes, and the average time dur- 
lng the period of observation being a 
little more than seven minutes:

U. S. COURTS TAKE 
OPPOSITE ACTION 
IN WIRELESS CASE 


While Judge Hand in the United 
States district court in New York was 
denying the motion of the trustees in 
bankruptey of the United Wireless Tele- 
graph Company for an order to stay 
further court proceedings against the

company for one year or until the settle-. 


ment of the bankruptcy proceedings, the 
United States circuit court of appeals in 
Boston entered an order prohibiting any 
further steps being taken to consummate 
a sale of the property of the company 
for $650,000 to the reorganization com- 
mittee pending the appeal in that court 
in the suit brought by the National Elec- 
tric Signalling Company. 

The National company sued in equity 
for an injunction to restrain the United 
company from selling, or manufacturing 
certain apparatus relating to wireless 
telegraphy on the ground that the same 
infringed a patent it had. Judge Hale 
issued an injunction -restraining the 
manufacture and sale of the apparatus. 
The proceedings were in the circuit court 
in Maine. 

Subsequently an involuntary petition 
in bankruptcy was filed in the district 
court against the United company in that 
state and in those proceedings the trus- 
tees in bankruptcy were authorized by a 
decree of Judge Hale to accept an offer 
of $650,0C0 for all the property of the 
United company. Counsel for the Na- 
tional company called Judge Hale’s at- 
tention to the fact that he had previ- 
ously issued an injunction in the equity 
suit prohibiting a sale and by ‘his decree 
in the bankruptey he authorized a sale. 

Counsel for the United company con- 
tends that the bankruptcy decree was 


{in effect a suspension of the injunction 


and the judge entertained that view. 
He refused to vacate the suspension of 
the injunction. Consequently the Na- 
tional. company applied to the court of 
appeals for an order to restrain the sale 
pending tlie appeal in that court by the 
United company fromthe decree in fa- 
vor of the National company.

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RECOUNT DEMANDED 
IN SALEM DISTRICT 
FOR MR. ROOSEVELT 


Papers petitioning for a recount of the 
primary vote in the sixth Congress dis- 
triet were sent to Salem today by the 
Roosevelt leaders. This was done on: the 
instructions of Matthew Hale, who called 
up the headquarters this morning from 
New York and ordered it. 

The sixth district was carried by Pres- 
ident Taft both in the vote for delegates 
and for a preference. The vote was close. 

While reco-ints in some of the smaller 
cities and towns may be started tomor- 
row, that in Boston will not commence 
until 9:30 a. m. Monday at the offite of 
the board of election commisioners at 100 
Summer street. 

Representative Russell D. Crane of 
Cambridge. whd has apparently been 
elected a Roosevelt alternate in the 
eighth district, sent a letter today to 
Charles 8. Lovejoy, elected a Taft del- 
egate in that district, calling on him to 
vote for Mr. Roosevelt now that the 
district had indicated this preference, 
despite the fact that both Taft delegates 
were chosen. Continuing, the letter says: 

“In view of the fact that Mr. Roose- 
velt has requested delegates-at- large to 
vote for Mr. Taft on account of the state 
wide preference, I assume that you will 
take the same high-minded attitude and 
despite vour personal feeling vote for 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

“As a district delegate it seems to me 
that the district preference should have 
exactly the same eflect on your vote as 
the state wide preference should have 
on the vote of a delegate-at-large. 

“Provided the Roosevelt delegates-at- 
large--decide to heed the request of 
Colonel Roosevelt, will you kindly inform 
the Republican voters of your district of 
whom a majority are evidently in favor 
of Mr. Roosevelt whether or not you in- 
tend to yield to their expressed desire. 
It strikes me as being uttérly unfair for 
Roosevelt delegates to vote for Mr. Taft 
when the Taft delegates decline to adopt 
a similar attitude. 

“T have apparently béen elected as an 


‘alternate Roosevelt delegate in the eighth 


district and before thé primaries made 
my position absolutely clear—that if I 
had an opportunity to cast my vote at 
the Chicago convention it should be cast 
in accordance with the preference of the 
voters of the eighth Congress district.” 

Until Matthew Hale, manaver of the 
Roosevelt forces, returns this afternoon 
with Arthur D. Hill from a trip to Oys- 
ter Bay to see Mr. Roosevelt there will 
be no action taken by the Roosevelt sup- 
porters. 

It will all depend on what. Mr. Roose- 
velt has told Messrs. Hale and Hill what 
will be done on the proposition of mak- 
ing a formal request of the Taft sup- 
porters to surrender the four delegates 
in the eighth and tenth districts on the 
ground that the preferential was for Mr.

She, again, is a servant upon 
whose personality the family’s comfort 
will depend very much. While her duties 
are fairly well defined she will have, 
like the butler, many of the unexpected, 
unforeseen things to arrange. She has 
charge of the housemaids and the parlor 
maids, arranges their work and their 
days off and must inspect personally 
| what they do, to make sure that it is 
right. . 

The housekeeper will have charge of 
the ‘linen room, perhaps the most in- 
teresting part of tle syouse to. many 
women. ‘To the housekeeper also per- 
tains the mending of the linen, often 
the buying. of new linen and other 
furnishings for the bedrooms, and some- 
times the supervision of the family 
seamstresses. The laundress and her 
|assistants will also work under the gen- 
eral direétion of the housekeeper. 

This, then, is the organization that 
we shall find in all large houses.

It is, a 
great mistake to imagine that the 
cheaper cuts of meat are less nutritious, 
the fact being that these offer the most 
of nutriment “and smallest waste. ~ 

Perhaps it. is not. fair to call pot roast 
a cheap dish, because the prices vary 
so-widely in different localities, and the 
cuts vary so much. In the vicinity of 
Providence, R. 1., for example, says Good 
Ilousekeeping, our correspondents report 
prices’ of 12 to 18 cents a pound; in 
ot 14 to 20 cents, and in New 

York city, 18 to 22 cents. 

In Providence they sell for pot roast | 
the rump (d4 to 16 cents), shoulder '(12 
to 14, cents), and bottom round (16 to 
18 cents); in Philadétphia and vicinity, 
the chick roast, next to ribs (14 cents), 
shoulder cut (16 to 18 cents), and the

mately $2,250,000,000. 

Manufactures, raw materials for use in 
manufacturing, foodstuffs, and miscel- 
laneous articles form, in the order named, 
the articles contributing to the $225,000,- 
000,000 exportation of merchandise in- 
dicated for the fiscal vear which ends 
with next month. Comparing the exports 
by groups in the nine months ending

FLUCTUATIONS 
OF COAL PRICES 


NEW YORK— Although cessation of 
work in anthracite mines from April] 1 
was expected for two months prior to 
that date anthracite companies made no 
advanee in price of coal at the mines. 
They merely have taken no action on 
the usual spring reduction of 50 cents a 
ton and none is expected. Prices secured 
by retailers have fluctuated too widely 
to be recorded. Nevertheless big long- 
term contracts were made this spring at 
approximately ‘higher~ prices than _pre- 
vailed last year. ; 

Bituminous priees at the mines ad- 
vaneed 5 cents to 15 cents a ton during 
January over quotations at close of 1911, 
and in the first two weeks of February 
rose 20 to 30 cents a ton over January. 
At the end of February prices were 
double those at the beginning of January. 
In the early part of March soft coal 
prices ranged from $1.75 to $2.50 a ton 
at mines. On March 23 prices ranged 
from $2 to $2.22 a ton. By March 30 
they jumped to $2.75@3 a ton at mines. 
On April 3 quotations fell off.to $1.85 
@2aton at mines. An April 4 some coal 
was sold at $f.75 a ton. By the end of 
April soft coal declined to $1.25@1.50 a 
ton. About May 1, 1911], it sold at $1@ 
1.10 a ton, with long term contracts 
signed at rates nen Aess than $l a 
ton.

LONDON—It is but a little while ago 
that an account was published in these 
columns ot the new organization of 
sea scouts by which boys received train- 
ing in seafaring on the same principles 
as those adopted by the boy scouts. 

This idea seems to have obtained fa- 
ror with those responsible for providing 
men for the navy and a trial experi- 
ment of sea training for boys is to be 
conducted at ISingston. A training brig 
of small tonnage will lie near Ning- 
ston bridge on which boys from Ted- 
liitgton, Molesey, Hampton, Wick, Sur- 
biton and other neighboring plaees will 
be afforded instruction in elementary 
sea training. 

The scheme aims at 
elementary schools with the navy and 
mercantile marine. It will be 
in conjunction with the Marine Society 
and the Shipping Federation who will 
*ooperate in training and placing boys 
upon the ships. A committtee has 
been formcd and funds raised for the 
purpose of furthering the scheme as rap- 
dly as possible. 

In view of the great success obtained 
»v the bov scout organization it can- 
not be doubted tha‘ sea training will 
prove equally popular and do much to 
remedy the shortage of men in the 
British navy. |

BERLIN, Germany—The Reichstag, 
which recently reassembled after the 
Waster recess, has had before it the draft 
of the new army and navy defense bills 
and the proposals for meeting the expen- 
diture. ; 

It is officially siated that the sources 
of revenue at the disposal of the govern- 
ment for the outlay are greater than was 
at first anticipated. Among them are 45,- 
000,000 marks from duties and _ taxes, 
15,000,000 surplus from post and rail- 
ways. Ten more millions have been saved 
by the decrease of the national debt and 
another 10,000,000 by the lessening of 
the expenses incurred in widening the 
Kaiser Wilhelm canal, this latter reduc- 


tion is in consequence of a slower build-

Learning to Read 


R. MONTESSORI says that one of 

the most interesting of her discover- 
les was made in the effort to devise a 
game through which the children might 
without effort learn to read words, says 
an article on the new Italian method of 
teaching, appearing in the New York Sun. 

We spread out upon one of the large 
tables a great variety of toys. Each one 
of them had a4 corresponding card upon 
which the name of the toy was written. 
We folded these little cards and mixed 
them up in a basket, and the children 
who knew how to read were allowed to 
take turns in drawing these cards from 
the basket. 

Each child had to carry his card back 
to his desk, unfold it quietly, and read it 
mentally, not showing it to those about 
him. He then had to fold it up again: 
so that the secret which it contained 
should remain unknown. Taking the 
folded card in his hand, he went to~the 
table. He had then to pronounce clearly 
the name of a toy and present the card

The child who had read 
the name then offered to his little friend 
the toy with which he had been playing. 

We taught the children to present 
these toys in a gracious and polite way, 
accompanying the act with a bow. In 
this way we did away with every idea 
of class distinction and inspired the sen- 
timent of kindness toward those who did 
not possess the same blessings as our- 
selves.

"Something At About Asters 


The asters belong to the same family 
as the sunflowers and rudbeckias, but 
have quite different. habits, and supply 
a totally different feeling to the back 
yard or flower border. A sufficient proof 
of their garden value might be found in 
the fact that the best American species 
were first discovered in the gardens of 
England. This has been the history of 
many of our best American garden 
plants. When the English gardeners had 
shown the beauty of our American 
Michaelmas daisies, they began to be 
American 
nurserymen. Today there are thousands 
of native asters collected or propagated 
by the nurserymen, and planted in all 
kinds of wild and naturalistic gardens. 
In fact some of the native asters, espe- 
cially the big New England aster, are 
used abundantly in the American formal 
gardens of the present vogue. Perhaps 
the New England aster is the most satis- 
factory garden plant, as it is certainly 
the most showy. Nevertheless, for mass- 
ing, and especially for use in wild gar- 
dens, Aster lavis is equally good, and 
Aster cordifolius must not be forgotten.

One valuable forest tree at least 
This is the white birch, sometimes called 
the paper. birch or canoe birch, since it 
furnished the Indians the material for 
their famous canoes. 

The opinion has been ventured by the 
forest service that more white birch is 
now growing in the United States than 
was the case 200 years ago. It spreads 
rapidly over spaces left bare by forest 
fires, but it is a short-lived tree and does 
not prosper where it has to compete 
with other trees for light and soil. No 
other wood as hard as birch can be 
worked with so little dulling of the tools 
and this quality, with its handsome color 
and its failure to warp after seasoning 
makes it much used in the manufacture 
of various novelties. 

Practically all spools are made of 
birch and in Maine alone, which is the 
chief seat of this industry, some 890,000,- 
000 spools are turned out each year.— 
Harpers Weekly.

Ovr of a considerable group of proposals, all 
making practically for the same end, the 
United States House of Representatives has 
at length agreed upon a measure which 
marks a line of constructive policy in parcels 
post legislation. It provides only for a. be- 
ginning, and for a beginning in a more or 
less tentative way, but, if the Senate shall 
approve, it will be a step in the right direc- 
tion, and one not likely to be retraced. As 
this newspaper has already urged, it would be unwise almost to the 
point of folly to undertake offhand the establishment of a general 
parcels post system. ‘The House was evidently of this opinion. for, 
after a long discussion, it has finally decided to introduce the system 
experimentally into the rural delivery branch of the service and in 
makeshift fashion into the general business of the department. The 
rural parcels post will handle packages of not ntore than eleven 
pounds at a rate of five cents for the first pound and one cent for 
each additional pound. ‘The general parcels post arrangement pro- 
vides for the extension of the system to fourth class mail matter in 
domestic shipments at the international postal union rate of 12 cents 
a pound for packages weighing not more than eleven pounds. | 

It will be seen at once that no such system as this canbe made 
permanent, even if it were so intended. It is possible, and quite 
probable, that charges will eventually be regulated by the establish- 
ment of zones, but it is not at all likely that when the system shall be 
perfected there will be any discrimination between rural and gen- 
eral business, or between the imailable aticles handled. And it is cer- 
tain that a much lower than the international postal union rate will 
be fixed for general domestic matter. 

The fact that this whole arrangement is tentative and experi- 
mental is emphasized by the provision attached to the parcels post 
rider with relation to the appointment of a joint congressional com- 
mittee of six, three from the House and three from the Senate, whose 
duty it shall be to investigate the entire parcels post question and 
report upon it at the next session. This committee will have before 
it the various plans proposed, including the Lewis-Goeke bill for the 
condemnation and purchase of the express companies and the estab- 
lishment by the government of. a general postal-express business. 
Whatever it may find, or whatever it may report, if the present 
scheme shall go through, and the postmaster-general shall exhibit 
his usual promptness in putting it into execution, the parcels post 
idea will have taken such root that it will be impossible tor the next 
or any succeeding session to uproot it. 
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Ir tHE object lesson of Santo Domingo were 
not before the American people so vividly 
at the present time, their disposition to take 
a rational and logical view of affairs both 
abroad and at home would still induce them 
to listen sympathetically to Secretary Knox's 
plea tor the governmental regeneration of 
| the republics of Central America. In his 
| | New Orleans address he had in mind: Hon- 
7. 2s. eras and Midaragua ‘in particular, but all 
that he said of these, and the argument he made in their behalf, had 
direct application to their immediate neighbors as well, and, indeed, 
to the weaker republics of Latin America in general. But Santo 
Domingo and the object lesson it affords cannot be left out of con- 
sideration in this connection. | 
A little over six years ago that country was literally bankrupt, 
and, to all appearances, hopelessly so. Her foreign creditors, tired 
of waiting longer for their own, had begun to press her. ‘There was 
no question as to the legitimacy of their claims. They had right 
as well as might on their side. Had it not been for the Monroe 
doctrine they would have seized her sources of revenue long before. 
The Monroe doctrine stood in their way, but the United States 
could not afford to have the Monroe doctrine used as a shield for 
dishonest debtors. It took the wiser course, under an arrangement 
of its own dictation, and guaranteed bonds the sale of which enabled 
Santo Domingo to settle with her creditors. Then the government 
at Washington, to secure the bondholders, took the revenues, and 
practically the government, of Santo Domingo in charge. ‘Today 
that republic is solvent and fairly prospering. 
In some respects the conditions are not so bad, have never 
been quite so bad, in Honduras and Nicaragua, but in many respects 
they are even worse. Without going into details, it may be said 
that their finances are in such shape that hardly anything short of 
a strong receivership, such as that put 1n operation in Santo Domingo, 
can turn them from a downward to an upward grade. ‘To all in- 
tents and purposes they are bankrupt. The one nation in the world 
to which they can look for assistance with any hope is the United 
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States. Europe is as tired of them as it was of Santo Domingo. . 


Moreover, in the eyes of Europe, the United States is their guardian. 
And it is left for the United States to help them, to rehabilitate 
them financially, to regenerate them governmentally. 

Fiven if there were no moral questions involved; to let them 
drift would be as unwise as reprehensible. Mr. Knox has pointed 


out why. These little republics can with timely assistance and 


intelligent .and firm guidance be made stable and_ prosperous. 
Especially is it desirable and necessary that they shall be set upon the 
right course, and a happier one, on the eve of the opening of the 


great isthmian waterway which 1s intended to bring all the Américas 


into closer and more friendly relationship. Honduras and Nic- 
aragua do not ask for anything that they will not be able to-pay 
back. The objection that this country should not become entangled 
in their affairs is weak, because it is already so entangled, if the 
employment of that. word may be excused. It is deeply interested 
and concerned in their affairs, in the affairs of all the Latin-American 
peoples; either that, or the Monroe doctrine is an illusion and a fal- 
sity. That it is either will not be admitted, but if it is to preserve 
its dignity before the onlooking world it must do so by proving 
itself.to be a fact rather than a pretension.

THE inevitable logic of “syndicalism” and 
‘internationalism,’ whether held separately 
or jointly, by workers, as tenets to be 
preached and sacrificed for, is to create pre- 
cisely such a scene as that witnessed in 
Union square, New .York city, on May day.

fruited forth in no such open attack on the 
stars and stripes as a symbol of nationality 
as the members of the Industrial Workers of the World were guilty 
of in the metropolitan plaza. | 

A class-conscious man.cannot be loyal to an inclusive soctal 
ideal such as nationalism’ implies. Consequently treason to the 
state breeds irreverence for symbol and insignia. Nor, if a man be 
not an anarchist, but only a sentimental ‘“imternationalist,” is it likely 
that he will resent any depreciation by overt act or word of the 
thing that stirs the emotion iof patriotism most deeply when seen by 
te exe or sung about by a poet? From contempt for the symbol it 1s 
not difficult to pass to dislike ef the executive who administers 
national law, as America already knows to its sorrow. 

The difference between preseiit and past conditions, in the 
United States at least, is that whereas anarchists have hitherto 
been few in number and have appeared sporadically, they now are 
dominating the most militant and rapidly growing faction of organ- 
ized industrial workers of the nation, aud, as in Great Britain and 


France, are challenging the more conservative labor leaders. Jn° 


America as in Europe the issue is fast becoming one that will test the 
limits of liberty of speech and action and the validity of the funda- 
mental thesis of all government hitherto, namely, that the whole is 
greater than any part. 

There is a philosophical anarchism and a sensible internation- 
alism for which there is much to be said by persons who dread col- 
lective tyranny and chauvinism and jingoism. But they should not 
be confounded with practical anarchism that resorts to sabotage, 
that suspends national traffic and cuts off food. supplies, and puts 
class before society; nor with that refusal to be a citizen, to vote, to 
salute the flag and to share in national emotions which 1s preached 
and practised by some persons whose aim is to expatriate themselves. 
The same comment that Dr. Johnson made upon patriotism of the

Pend- 
ing the committee's report, the matter may well be thoroughly 
debated by the press and by other organs of public opinion. If this 
is done the Senate will then be able to act with more wisdom on a 
seetoundle important matter. 

If it should prove true that present citizens of the United States 
are far less inclined than their fathers were to assume the right to 
say what shall and what shall not happen in‘ regions to the south, and 


if it should seem that they are not willing to back the doctrine with

rate of 25 cents an hour for fractional parts of a day’s work. 
The work will be continued all the year around, just as: real 
farmers have to work through the twelve months of the year. A 
dormitory is to be provided for the “farm hands,” in which sis] 
will be boarded and lodged at the uniform rate of $4 a week. No 

much is said on the point, but one of the chief'reasons for estab- 
lishing the farm is to provide worthy but poor young men with the 
means of working their way through the college. President Hibben is 
quoted as saying that it is desirable to remove the impression that 
Princeton College is an institution only for the rich. The ‘farm, 
at all events, will infuse the wholesome atmosphere of democracy 
into the college environment. 

The idea is new only in so far as it relates to an educational 
institution of university proportions. It has been applied to many 
of the smaller colleges of the West and to practically all of the 
agricultural colleges. Some of the western state universities have 
large and successful farms that are worked almost entirely or wholly

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by students. Park College in Missouri is pointed out as proud in the 
possession of a magnificent farm operated almost exclusively by 
students. As to the agricultural schools, the farms and the oppor- 
tunity they give to students of finding remunerative employment on 
them are features essential to their usefulness and their'success. 
There is a phase of the Princeton experiment that calls for 
special mention and commendation. As remarked already, not much 
is said with reference to the philanthropic side of the undertaking. 
The very delicacy with which it has thus far been handled is a suff- 
cient guarantee that students who may take advantage of it may do 
so without in the least endangering their self-respect. -The forma- 
tion of a club to manage the affairs of the farm is a step that in itself 
removes the enterprise from the plane of what 1s commonly called 
charity. The membership of this club will be by no means con- 
fined to the students struggling against financial difficulties for an 
education; neither will the farm workers be of any special class. 
Jt need not necessarily be known whether the student is working for 
the $2 a day because he is in actual need of it, or is doing farm werk 
because he likes it. Princeton is setting a worthy example here.

Over against this trend is another quite its opposite, namely, the 
increasing desire of organizations, whether commercial or philan- 
thropic, whether incorporated or not, to get aid from the public 
treasury. There seems to be a feeling abroad that it is the business 
of collective society to carry all projects that private management 
cannot float; though by what magical process the state can draw 
indefinitely upon a shrewder set of managers is not made clear. gor 
1s 1t’shown where the cash required 1s to come from ultimately, if not 
from the separate personal units that make up society, and im the 
form of taxes. 

This is all apropos the effort of the Winnisimmet Ferry Com- 
pany to induce the city of Chelsea to subsidize it, the directors of 
the corporation having frankly admitted that as a business venture it 
cannot continue without public aid. Often communities, for sake 
of the larger public good, have to maintain transportation service 
that is not made remunerative by the patronage of the constituency 
most directly benefited. Often, too, cities have first justly appraised 
and then taken over and made profitable quasi-public businesses that 
could not be made successful while trying to pay dividends on 
watered capital. But a city is not under obligation to lend its credit 


\or use any of its income for privately owned enterprises that can- 


not make both ends meet: and prevalence of opinion that such obliga- 
tion is incumbent upon communities 1s not a wholesome state of 
affairs. 


Tur activities of millionaires with a taste, [ a 
natural or educated, for books have made our | 
title of doubtful import to the average man | 
that though not a millionaire yet cherishes a 
certain fondness for the printed page. If 
this man see “buying books” figured in a 
newspaper he may too modestly compare his 
own desire to buy a set of Carlyle in good, 
sound print with the victorious efforts of 
some well-known name to buy the 1505 large Ne 
paper edition, title page perfect, of the Meditacions of Bulbo of 
Paphlagonia, a sale that was closed at the record price of £12,000, 
elthough the report in the Paris Temps was that it was guineas, not 
pounds. Our friend need trouble himself not at all about Bulbo or 
Midas. Bulbo wrote the book. Midas will not read it, nobody else 
will and nobody will be profited or suffer loss save perhaps some 
other Midas that-knows as much about books as he does about uni- 
corns. But the modest book-buyer is having his chance nowadays, 
when he can buy books much more cheaply and readily than he 
could a century ago. The “popular” way of editing a book, most 
of all, history, is dangerous enough, but the “popular” scheme of 
putting good books within the people's reach that each may own his 
store and study them, is one of the great philanthropies of modern 
times. Even in the United States, where a _ protective tariff 
encourages patience on the part of the scholar and builds up the 
infant industry in Chaucer and Shakespeare, even in that happy 
domain books can be bought more cheaply than they could. This 
does not mean a great deal to the man that does not have to count 
the cost very strictly, but what it means to those that turn to books 
for a surcease from the noise and dust of the market place! 
Today the man that reads because he likes it and knows thiat 
it will do him good can buy books cheap enough at least to leave him 
without excuse if he complain that he cannot have the great writers. 
Reference books have also shared this cheapening of price, though, 
of course, this can only be said of a limited list of titles. We remem- 
ber to have heard, at a date when aeroplanes were not interfering 
with the calm of nature, that a certain undergraduate was engaged 
in the colossal task of. reading each volume of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica. This report, spread abroad by light-minded fellow- 
undergraduates, after the most careful investigation could be neither 
confirmed nor contradicted, though surely such‘an ardor in the pur- 
suit of useful information is to be encouraged in every way. At all 
events, if this young man did so spend the hours that others perhaps 
wasted in more frivolous. occupations, he must beyond doubt have 
used one of the earlier and heavier editions of that monumental 
work, the weight of which, while it took nothing from the excellence 
of its articles, made the volumes invaluable for pressing trousers. 
Today what a change, how has the golden foot of progress put its 
light stamp even upon encyclopedias! Were this young man, perhaps 
we had better say his son, to undertake this feat once more, he 
could almost buy the work and get it so light that he would have 
to press his treusers in some other way. As with the Britannica, 
so with other books; they are cheaper, they are more circulated, 
they are the same good books that they always were, and our advice 
is to buy a moderate number, read*them and then buy some. more, 
careless of Bulbo of Paphlagonia and of that bookworm Midas.
